A hevay fog and tremendous’ seas 
have combined to balk the bevy of 
eteamers sent to the rescue of over 
one hundred persons imprisoned on the 
wreck of the steamer Valencia, sur- 
vivors of the tragedy of Monday morn- 
ing, When at least fifty women and 
children were drowned in an attempt to 
escape from the vessel which was be- 
ing pounded to pieces on the rocks of 
ihe treacherous west cOast of Van- 
couver Island.

A message just received from Cape 
Beale says: “We only know of 15 sur- 
vivors. Nine are ashore 15 miles from 
here and six are here. Two men are 
éxpected here by land. We cannot 
get any word from the wreck until 
the men reach here, which we expect 
atany time. Steamers were unable to 
reach the wreck during the night. A 
strong wind prevails and a very 
heavy sea is running.” 

At 8:46 a. m. two steamers were re- 
ported passing Otter Point, 20 miles 
from here, inward bound. At 8 a. m. 
@® party left the Bamfield Creek cable 
station en route to the wreck. No fur- 
ther reports have been received from 
any telegraph point on the Vancouver 
Island coast of survivors. having 
reached the shore. 

At least fifty women and children lost 
their lives in an effort to escape from 
the wreck of the steamer Valencia, 
which was pounded to pieces on the 
rocks of the treacherous west coast of 
Vancouver Island early Monday morn- 
ing. 

One hundred persons are still huddled 
an the water-washed decks, while a gale 
that is sweeping the sea from the south- 
east threatens destruction to any vessel 
ihat may attempt a rescue. 

Of the 94 passengers and the crew of 
€9 on the ill-fated Valencia, but five 
lave reached the shore. The loss of life 
ig greater than that of any disaster in 
this region since the terrible collision 
of the Orpheus and the Pacific. The 
death list may be even more appalling,

The survivors who have reached Cape 


Sent to secure assistance in one of the 
Steamer’s boats—report that about 60 
persons were drowned alongside the 
steamer when boats, loaded with wom- 
en and children, smashed against the 
sleamer’s side svon after they were 
lowered from the vessel. 

Over 100 passengers were huddled on 
the saloon deck of the steamer, which 
Was then partially submerged, with the 
inrolling sea washing over the 
deck.

The steamer did not run up on the 
reef and was immediately backed away.

| to fill, the impatGt with the rotk having 
greatly damaged the steamer. The en- 
gineers whistled to the bridge’ that 
water was pouring up over the engine- 
room plates and they were unable to 
stand by their engines, so fast did the 
water rise in the engine rocm. 

They and the firemen were driven on 
deck, but before they were driven out, 
in answer to excited jingles from the 
bridge they gave what speed was pos- 
sible and Capt. Joiinson turned the ves- 
sel again toward the beach. 

Main Decks Flooded. 


As the Valencia was foundering as a 
result of her impact with the rocks, the 
only possible chance to save any of 
those on board was to put the vessel 
ashore again, with the hope, scant 
though it was, of landing those on board 
an the rocky coast. 

Before she struck again on the rocks, 
the engineers, firemen and al! below had 
been driven above by the inrush of wa- 
ter, and the seas soon began to roll over 
the main deck. Water was over the 
deck when the boats were being lowered, 
the light being “extinguished by the 


flooding of the engine room before the 
work was commenced. 

The loss of life was awful when the 
boats were lowered. Two boats filled 
with women and children were swept 
against the side of the steamer, smashed 
and completely wrecked, all those in the 
boats being swept into the sea and 
drowned. 

When the six survivors who have ar- 
rived at Cape Beale left the Valencia 
she was ‘ving head on to the sea, and 
was about 30 yards from the high bluff 
on shore, with the water over her main 
deck. The surviving passengers, a large 
number havi been drowned, were hud- 
died on the saloon deck. W hen the boats 
were lowered soon after the vessel was 
driven into the shore, she began to fill, 
and there was a great loss of life. 

The boats, filled with women and chil- 
were smashed like eggshells, and 
all in them were lost. The lights had 
gone out by this time, and the crew 
could not see to work. Several boats 
and three life rafts were lowered. Only 
two of them have been heard from. 

There are thought to be about 100 per- 
sons still on the wreek, and the sur- 
vivors who reached Cape Beale say at 
least 50 were drowned alongside the 
steamer before they left.

Fourteen women and girls are now known to have been stabbed by i 
man Monday evening during his wild run from Seventh and Olive streets, 
where he was first encountered, to Twelfth street and Washington avenue; 
where he was last seen. | e 

It is probable that other girls were attacked, but have kept the facts 
all except members of their families. More than one-half of those known 
have been stabbed did not make any report to the police for 12 or 16 hours. 3 

As the man apparently struck at every unprotected girl and woman he met, 
it is not likely that he ran 10 blocks through the most crowded streets with 
out finding home than 14. 

As he struck out blindly with his Knife, it is also likely that many of his 
blows were not effective, or perhaps only cut slashes in the garments of those 3 
he attacked. 

One of these hitherto unknown cases came to light Wednesday, when Miss 
Lydia Heddesheimer of 717 Mound street, an employe of the Hanlon Millinery 
Co., told of being attacked. She is the fourteenth recorded as having t . 
stabbed by the miscreant. She says she had left the store when a young | 
jostled against her and ran on.

After questioning the girl closely 
Chief Kiely said that he did not think 
she should ever have been arrested and 
that after she was taken into custody 
she should have been sent to the ma- 
tron’s room instead of to the holdover. 

“I am willing to be personally re- 
sponsible for the girl,’’ said the Chief, 
“and if anyone desires to prosecute her 
it will be necessary to apply for a 
warrant.”’ 

The girl was accused of disturbing the 
peace of Harry Dawes of 88 South 
Eighth street. He is 14 years old. 
Lillie Meyers says she complained 
to Mrs. Rose Dawes, Harry's mother, 
after he had beaten her younger broth- 
er, Charlie Meyers, 10 years old.

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BENEFACTOR ROCKEFELLER. 

The Post-Dispatch has received a literary gem 
from the pen of L. A. Bone of Kansas, under the 
title of “The Standard Oil Co. a Public Benefactor.” 
The mission of Mr. Bone’s pamphlet is to convince 
the public that Mr. Rockefeller and the Standard 
Oil Co. have been grossly maligned. He says that 
the darkness and _ inflammatory misinformation 
which have been diffused abroad “assumes a differ- 
ent aspect under the benignant rays of the light of 
truth.” Evidently Mr. Bone believes that “the light 
of truth” is diffused by a kerosene lamp. 

To Mr. Rockefeller Mr. Bone attributes all the 
blessings of the light enjoyed by mankind. Without 
Mr. Rockefeller’s masterly work, kerosene oil and 
all the byproducts of petroleum would never have 
been placed within the reach of mankind. Men would 
have remained in semi-darkness. “They,” says he, 
“applied the alchemist’s secret of gold making to 
the filthy exudence called petroleum, deposited in 
earth’s cesspools” and turned it into human bless- 
ings, and that this was done to bring these blessings 
down, or up, to men. Mr. Bone remarks that to do 
this “it took a master mind, a strong arm and a de- 
termined hand,” all of these being the special pos- 
sessions of John D. Rockefeller. He points out 
that with this “master mind, strong arm and 
determined hand,” Mr. Rockefeller extended his 
system and the blessings of oil throughout the en- 
tire earth. “Caravans in the Sahara Desert are 
laden with Pratt’s Astral; elephants in India car- 
ry Standard White.” 

Disregarding the decision of the Supreme Court 
as to the illegality of a combination with, power to 
restrain competition, Mr. Bone asks: “Should a 
trust be dissolved because it is a trust, or because 
it uses its power to do evil?” He asserts that the 
Standard Oil is a beneficent trust, and that all that 
it has done in the way of destroying competition 
has been done to enable it to handle the oil of the 
world for the benefit of mankind. What it has done 
Was necessary in order that the oil might be han- 
died. He asks: “Suppose that a family uses one 
gallon per week, would you think it possible that the 
company is robbing anyone very much?” A slight 
robbery of each family in the civilized world should 
surely be forgiven, in view of the great blessings 
which Mr. Rockefeller confers upon these families. 

Mr. Bone asserts that “tainted money” does not 
apply to Mr. Rockefeller’s millions, and that it does 
not follow that because the price of oil rises when 
Mr. Rockefeller donates a few millions to a uni- 
versity that the donation is the cause of the rise. 
He designates this belief in the relation between 
the Rockefeller donation and the rise in the price 
of oil popular superstition.”

“At first sight there would appear no 
reason for the connection between the 
industrial and the language revival, but 
the reason is obvious when pointed out. 
It is in brief this: When a man learns 
Irish, and thereby for the first time

is now determined at all hazards to res- 
cue, he will not satisfy himself by mere- 
ly being Irish on the lips; he will be 
Irish all over, in his clothes, in his hat.

“The national language which, when 
the Gaelic League started was practi-

On being asked if there was any possi- 
ble chance that the language of the Par- 
liament which John Redmond and his 
friends hope to secure for Ireland would 
be Gaelic, Dr. Hyde said he could only 
hope so. 

“Last year we held our Parliament of 
the Gaelic League in the Rotunda, Dub- 
lin, at which there were 300 delegates 
representing every county in Ireland, 
and leading Irish centers in Emgland 
and Scotland, and half the proceedings 
were carried on in Irish. You remem- 
ber Thomas O'Donnell made a speech 
in Irish In the House of Commons about 
two years ago?” 


“Welsh and Gache Second Cousins. 


‘Is the Gaelic spoken in the Highlands 
of Scotland different from that taught 
by the Gaelic League?’ I asked. 

‘Tt is precisely the same, although 
there may be a slight difference in the 
renunelaabien of certain words.’ 

‘In what way does the Welsh lan- 
guage differ from Gaelic?” 

“They are second cousins, but even 
with this close relationship, a Welsh- 
man and an Irishman, speaking in the 
native tongue, can’t understand each 
other.’’ 

‘“‘Although your movement {s nonpolit- 
ical, is it not necessarily bound to have 
some effect on the political condition 
of lreland?’’ 

“Probably so. We have brought all 
classes together in the cause of Ire- 
land’s intellectual freedom. Our move- 
ment is specially directed against the 
vulgarity of second-hand imitaticn. An 
intellectually free Ireland -will be more 
likely to find a satisfactory solution of 
any political problems that may con- 
front it than an imitative Ireland.”’ 

“What have you to say, Doctor, about 
the action of the British Treasury in 
withdrawing the grants which it made 
to the national school teachers for 
teaching Irish to their pupils?’ 

“It was shabby in the extreme, but in 
absolute accord with tradition. Two 
dollars and a half was paid to every 
teacher for each pupil that passed in 
Gaelic. That amounted to $60,000 in 
19%. The Government cut this off. We 
asked them why, and they told us it Was 
purely for reasons of economy.” 


Restoration Unanimously Demanded. 


“But the fact is that that $60,000 is 
the one hundred and fiftieth part of 
the money which the Irish people are 
taxed for thelr own education. Now, 
Ireland has, with practical unanimity, 
and through every elective agency in 
its power, asked for the restoration 
of these fees. 

“When a nation with practical una- 
nimity desires to be allowed to spend 
One one hundred and fiftieth part of 
the money it contributes in the mat- 
ter of education, in its own way (even 
though that were soap bubble blow- 
ing), and are refused permission by 
their rulers, then I say’ that plain 
men have a plain name for that kind 
of treatment, 

“To counteract this action on the 
part of the Government, the Gaelic 
League is doubling its effort to save 
the national language, and we will 
not be satisfied until we are able to 
place an organizer in every diocese in 
ireland. 

‘Everything is moving our way, and 
we hope with the*moral and material 
help of our countrymen in America, to 
build up an Irish Ireland which shall 
not only do honor to our race. but be 
of lasting benefit in the advance of 
civilization.’

O’Connors, O'Reillys, O'Donnells, 
O’Sullivans, McCarthys—and their name 
in St. Louls is Legion—were given a 
verbal flaying at the Odeon Tuesday 
night by Dr. Douglas Hyde. 

Of course, not all the O’onnors, O’Reil- 
lys, et al., were included in Dr. Hyde's 
denunciatory declarations. 

The leader of the Gaelic renaissance 
directed his sarcasm at the possessors 
of these distinctive Irish names who 
become ashamed of.and change them on 
reaching America, or even while resid- 
ing in Ireland. 

“Take the name of O'Connor,” ex- 
claimed Dr. Hyde. ‘‘There’s no prouder 
name in Irish history. Roderick O’Con- 
nor was the last King of Ireland. Yet 
find O’Connors changing their names to 
Conyer. Think of such a name as that! 

“Then there are O’Reillys who change 
their name to Ridley, and O’Donnells, 
who prefer to be called Daniels. And 
think of men with the grand old Irish 
name of McCarthy—the name of last 
Kings of Munster—cnangiug it to Car- 
ter—the English name of Carter. 


Substitutes for Syllivan. 


“And what do you think of the Sul- 
livans and O’Sullivans, who call them- 
selves Silvans. But I don’t want ‘to 
exaggeraie, and I must say that I’ve 
met more Sullivans and O’§Sullivans 
since 1 came to America than I ever 
met in Ireland.”’ 

Dr. styue aid not confine his denun- 
ciation of Irishmen who are ashamed 
of their nomenclature to family names. 
He attacked their lack of ide in their 
—Nirjstian names, 

He decried the tendency to be ashamed 
of the name Bridget. Dr. Hyde declared 
it was the name of a sainted woman, a 
woman of glorious history, a patron 
saint of Ireland. 

Dr. Hyde said that the woman who 
is ashamed of the name of Bridget has 
more reason to be ashamed of herself. 

“Yet,” he added, “when Irish girls 
leave Ireland as “‘Bridget’’ they imme- 
diately become Molly or Delia, or even 
Bedelia, on reaching New York.”’ 

Dr. Hyde then censured those who 
are not proud of the name Patrick. He 
said some Irish families are even 
ashamed that distinctively Irish 
name. : 


of 


Shades of St. Patrick! 


“What do they call their child?’’ the 
éloguent Irishman asked. ‘They call 
him Ferdinand. Think of it! Ferdi- 
nand! Ferdinand — Arthur-Augustus- 
Patrick. And the Patrick is so far back 
in the procession that it usually is lost 
sight of, after while.”’ 

Dr. Hyde indulged in these comments 
on Irish nomenclature in illustrating his 
argument that the great danger of Ire- 
land was its possible Anglicization. He 
said the object of the Gaelic League is 
to prevent this anglicization in every 
way, particularly by stopping the ten- 
dency of those Irishmen who are 
ashamed of things Irish and cultivating 
a general love and enthusiasm for 
things Irish and names that are Irish, 
as well. 

Dr. Hyde made a plea for the more 
frequent use of the glorious names of 
Irish history—of the men who fought 
the battles of the kings of Ireland and 
the names of their wives and sweet- 
hearts. He mentioned such names as 
Murtsugh, Diarmid, Neil and Oonah 
and Sheilah. 

Ergland, Dr, Hyde said, has been de- 
stroying not only the Irish language as 
far as possisble, but Irish music, Irish 


customs and things Irish in general. 

He said England had taken away the 
frish bagpipe and substituted instead of 
that exhilarating instrument the wheezy 
accordeon of Germany and the monoto- 
nous hondorgan of Italy. 

Incidentally, Dr. Hyde praised the 
Germans. He said the German linguists 
were doing notable work in the Gae‘tc 
revival. and that Dr. Kuno Meyer of 
the Fatherland was among the best 
Gaelic scholars alive. 

Dr. Hyde described as an ‘omadhun” 
the Trishman who said he thanked God 
that, if England hadn't given anything 
else, it had given Ireland the English 
lanzquage. 

The spe: aker said that England had in- 
stead done almost everything possible 
to exterminate the Irish language, a lan- 
guace older than the Eng'ish and rich 
in poetry, folk ‘ore and literary gems. 
Dr. Hyde said English-paild teachers 
taught English to children whose par- 
ents could sneak only Irish, and In some 
cases led them to believe that the Eng- 
lish they were learning is the Irish, lan- 
guage. 


T'ow oem Was Preserved. 


Dr. Hyde told a story of a man he met 


in the North of Galway who cou!s neith- 
er read nor write nor speak Eng Ish, and 
whom English tourists regarded as an 
abjectly deplorable creature. 

yet when I talked to that man in his 
nativ. tongue-—in Irish,” said Dr. Hyde, 
ot found him a most delightful com- 
panion, one in whose company the long- 
est night would not seem long. His mind 
Was a storehouse of legends and folk- 
lore and poetry, and as these gems 
dropped from his lips I wrote them 
down. In this way I transcribed a poem
